Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Pan et al. disclose in col. 4, line 41 a connector 
(coupler) and in line 48 an isolator 35 being the same as the intercepting means as recited in the claims. Pan et al.'s islotaor 35 is the 
same as the isolator/intercepting means 27 disclosed on page 8 of this application. Also, according to Applicant's definition of a 
connector, the coupler of Pan et al. does "simply and easily permits coupling of optical signals from each optical fiber in a cable to 
corresponding fibers in another cable". Therefore, the claims fail to overcome the rejections stated in the previous office action (paper 
no. 22).
